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Carry-Over Of 41 Out Of 50 Vegetable Seeds 
larger Than In 1944 And Also Above Average 


The total stocks of vegetable seeds held on June 30 by dealers and the 
Government were mproximately 130,2 million pounds, compared with 150.3 
million pounds in 1944 and the Beyear (19343) average of 89,3 million 
‘poundse Of these totals, the large or heavy seeds, namely, beans, peas, and 
corn, accounted for 82, 91, and 86 percent, respectively, of the totals in 
the above years. Stocks of the small seeds such as beet, cabbage, onion, 
tomato, totaling 23,690,000 pounds this year, were 84 percent larger than in 
1944 and 88 percent above average, The 265 dealers reporting in the survey 
probably held 95 percent or more of the total quantity of vegetable seeds 
carried over by all the dealers in the United States, 


Stocks of 41 kinds of vegetable seeds were larger this year than last, 
Of the more important kinds, stocks showed largest increases (with the re- 
lationship between the 1945 and 1944 stocks given in percentages) for hybrid 
sweetcorn (808 percent of 1944), cabbage (504), rutabaga (434), garden beet 
(375), open=pollinated sweetcorn (353), leaf lettuce (294), cauliflower (283), 
turnip (271), carrot (235), and onion (223), The important kinds with 
relatively the smallest stocks compared with last year are smooth peas (27 
percent of 1944), wrinkled peas (82), and dwarf lima beans (86). 


Stocks of 41 seeds were above average, with increases largest for the 
following more important kinds: hybrid sweetcorn (692 percent of the d=year 
average), rutabaga (682), carrot (527), Swiss chard (522), leaf lettuce (319), 
cauliflower (291), pole lima beans (253), spinach (235), winter squash (229), 
summer squash ( 210),,and onion (208), On the other hand, dwarf wax beans, 
with stocks 42 percent of average, cucumber (54), watermelon (65), and 
muskmelon (70), are among the 9 kinds having stocks below average. 


Sixty-seven percent of the snall seeds and 73 pereent of the large secds 
held by dealers and the Government on June 30, 1945 were unsold as of that 
date, compared with 59 and 51 percent, respectively, in 1944, 46 and 37 
percent in 1943, and 75 and 62 percent in 1942,
